The 
report from Dr. C. S Hamilton, who 
examiued Lingafelter Thursday, is to 
the effect that an early pardon 
is 


necessary if the aged financier's life 
is to be saved. 


Columbus, July 24—Without a guard, 


and bound only by a promise to re- 
turn last evening, Robert C. Lingafel- 
ter of Newark, serving an indefinite 
sentence in the Mansfield reformatory 
for forgery, appeared at the peniten- 
tiary yesterday to see Ms father, J. 
'F. Lingafelter, the Newark 
banker, 


.perhaps for the last time alive. Young 
Lingafeiter-w<as-*«eem-psaie'd to-' the 
big prison by his mother and his lit- 
tle son. 
The freedom 
allowed the 


young man in coming alone from one 
prison to visit 'his father in another 
is perhaps without precedent in Ohio. 


It was a most pathetic reunion that 


was held in the prison hospital, where 
the father has been confined for 19 
weeks, and is declared by physicians 
to toe in a serious condition. He is 
serving a sentence of four years for 
forgery. 


The father 
greeted his son, wife 


and grandchild 
affectionately 
and 


tears filled the eyes of those in the 
group and those wno stood by and 
witnessed the reunion. Warden Gould 
personally conducted the visitors to 
the bedside of the banker. Efforts are 
toeing renewed to secure a pardon or 
parole for the banker. It is believed 
iby Dr Helmick, prison physician, that 
his illness will prove fatal in a short 
time unless he is released. Prosecutor 
Fitzgibbon of Licking county has re- 
fused to nolle indictments still hang- 
ing over Lingafelter. When Lingafel- 
ter learned of the stand of Prosecutor 
Fitzgibbon, .he became melancholy and 
has refused to eat. He has made his 
will and received the last rites of the 
Catholic church from Rev. Father 
Kelly, chaplain at the penitentiary. 


Dr. C. S. Hamilton, who examined 


the banker 
Wednesday, 
yesterday 


made a report to Dr. Helmick that 
the man would not live long, in his 
opinion, if 
his 
imprisonment 
were 


continued indefinitely. 
He said 
he 


considered Lingafelter broken down. 
He said he hardly thought he suffered 
from cancer. 


Efforts will be made to have Gov- 


ernor Harris pardon Lingafelter soon 
as they claim that he is likely to die 
any day.
